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HEALTH TALK 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


BUT WHY QUIT? : 
For the fourth or fifth year, writes 
a man aged 38, married, with two as- 
sets and a liability, I have made a 
New Year resolution to quit smoking 


and then resumed. I wonder if you 
ean suggest something to help me quit 
smoking cigarets. (F. B.) 

There is nothing in cigarets differ- 
ent in quality from the tobacco effect 
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a dayotee gets from chewing plug, 


or eating a stogie; yet there is an 
important psychological distinction 
which has a bearing on the matter of 
habit. The popular prejudice against 
cigarets, that is, the prejudice popu- 
lar with people who do not smoke or 
like cigarets, has good ground, | 
think, though frankly I share the pre- 
judice. 
Naughty, smart Aleck, ill trained, 
incorrigible, delinquent boys common- 
ly cultivate the cigaret habit, and 
nowadays mentally defective girls like- 
wise cultivate the habit. To cultivate 


a habit you must first try it, out of

that’s the way we learn to like olives, 
oysters, tomatoes, poetry 
and writing fer the press. 

Females . sometimes take 
sometimes smoke a_ pipe, in some 
countries they prefer cigars, rarely 
they chew, but usually they choose 
‘eigarets. A female of weak character 
indulges in cigarets secretly. fe- 
male with an inferiority complex in- 
dulges publicly. A regular girl not 
at all. 

Aside from these associations, the 
cigaret habit deserves the prejudice 
which employers have against it, for 
the habitual cigaret smoker is usually 
a waster and careless or negligent 
in his work. 

Of all forms of tobacco habit the 
cigaret habit is the most difficult to 
have. Whenever it is a habit at all, 
it generally has the victim. The cigar- 
et smoker finds a smoke scarcely suf- 
ficient to satisfy the craving even for 
the time being. and he craves another 
smoke soon afterward. This readily 
leads to the excesses so common 
}among victims of this habit. A cigar 
or pipe smoker has to be a veritable 
hog to carry his indulgence to such 
excess ag to interfere with his ef- 
ficiency. 

Men seldom begin smoking pipes or 
cigars until they are old enough to 
have a fairly well developed character 
of their own. No man should begin 
to use tobacco until he is 21. But 
actually the bulk of boyhood indul- 
gence in tobacco is encouraged by the 
cigaret. 

When a man's a man it is up to 
him to decide whether he will use to- 
bacco, but if he is a man he will never 
surrender to the tobacco habit even 
though he elects to use the weed. 

If a man’s a man, he will never 
inflict his second hand smoke upen 
people who may not enjoy it. He 
will not mix his smoking with busi- 
ness, work or play, first because that 
is the way of the hog and second be- 
cause he cannot do his best when he 
is under the narcotic effect of to- 
bacco. A smoker who has the to- 
haceo habit is master of the habit. 
He reserves his smoke for the-hour 
of rest or relaxation after the day’s 
work or play is done; and he derives 
infinitely more enjoyment from his 
smoking than the tobacco hog ever 
knows. 

It would be much more difficult, 
I faney, for the effeminate smoker 
to follow this plan of temperate smok- 
ing than it is for the man who uses 
pipe or cigars. 

There is no question that tobaceo 
causes very serious injury to health. 
But there is no evidence that 
'perate smoking does so.

BETTER METHOD 
TO MEND STEEL 


Columbus, Ohio, March 24.—(?)— 
Tests begun here today in the new 
engineering experiment station § at 
Ohio State university may pave the 
way for revolutionizing methods in 
vogue for the rapair and replacement 
of worn out steel bridges, viaducts and 
similar structures. 

f the results are what engineers 
anticipate, they believe it will be pos- 
sible to rejuvenate bridges and other 
structures that have been condemned 
as unsafe without removing them and 
without interference to traffie and 
with a corresponding saving of time 
and money over present methods. 

The experiments, whith will ast 
10 days, are the climax of 18 months 
of preparation. 

The new process, devised by Clem- 
ent C. Cooke, Ohio state aluminus and 
former Olympic athlete, consists of a 
special method of applying condensed 
concrete under high air pressure to 
either new or old structural steel so 
as to greatly strengthen it.

Wall Street Reports Say That 
Automobile Makers Are Forc- 
ing Dealers to Take Cars, in 
Order To Maintain Heavy 
Production. 


New York, March 24.—Call money 
renewed at 4 3-4 per cent and before 


noon again advanced to 5 with some 
$35,000,000 loans cailed, largely fo- 
out-of-town banks. ‘The feeling here 
is that widespread liquidation in the 
stock market is causi:.z out-of-town 
banks to call loans with the money 
being taken home thus causing the 
higher call money rates here. 

Stock exchange houres representing 
the publie in all paris ef the country 
sold stocks today under the leadership 
of motors. Motor shares had the 
largest decline in price on widespread 
rumors of orders be:ug cancelled by 
retail dealers. 

From reliable sour-es it was learn- 
ed today that there is no question but 
that automobile mdauifa.turers in or- 
der to maintain heavy production have 
forced automobile deiwrs to take 
cars, the dealers fa!'ing in line in 
some cases reluctan‘ly through fear 
of losing agencies. The feeling in the 
best banking quarters here is that 
heavy spring sales as a result of full 
employment throughout the country 
at high wages will relieve the auto- 
mobile retailers of their obligations. 
However, it is being admitted by rec- 
ognized spokesmen for the. automobile 
industry that only time ean tell for 
the long look ahead whether the policy 
of forcing dealers to take cars is a 
wise one. 


Steel Trade Unchanged. 


Today's weekly reviews of the iron 
and steel industry say that with the 
beginning of the second quarter of the 
year only a week off, a period usually 
marked by increasing activities, there 
has been no change in the steel trade.

Too much importance may be at- 
tached to the movement of the average 
stock market price, but a mistake may 
also be made in ignoring this index. 
From the new high for all time, es- 
tablished on February 13, there was 
a decline of some 20 points in the ay- 
erage price of 25 representative indus- 
trial stocks, followed by a recovery of 
nearly half of the less, and then 
secondary decline which carried 
average yesterday and again today to 
a new low for the year.

Most of the favorable 
news on which the big advance in the 
stock market since April of 1924 was 
based has come true. ; 

Companies are still declaring extra 
dividends and increasing regular div- 
idends. Current earnings of indus- 


trial companies and railroads in gen-| 
eral continue highly favorable. But! 


the comment on this news of the av- 
erage trader in the stock market is 
that this is old news, that “it is last 
year’s stuff on which the market had 
a legitimate advance,”’ adding “125 
is over. This is 1926. What is going 
to happen in the way of fresh news 
on which the market will decline 
or advance?” 

One satisfactory explanation for the 
return to 5 per cent call money with 
the out-of-town banks heavily calling 
loans is found in the theory tha: the 
south and west is now liquidating 
stocks. When the bank loans secured 
by stock exchange collateral for this 
federal reserve district amounting to 
over -$5,000,000,000 were first pub- 
lished it was found that this surpris- 
ingly large total was about evenly 
divided between the banks here and 
for the account of out-of-town banks. 
Large weekly decreases in these loans 
immediately began to be reported for 
the account of local banks. In view 
of the heavy calling of loans now go- 
ing on for the account of out-of-town 
banks it is possible that this move- 
ment reflects belated out-of-town stock 


market liquidation.
